Former

County. Died on Tuesday. 


D. W atson Rowe, who was for 20 
years President Judge of the Frank 
lin County Courts, died in C ham bers­ 
burg Tuesday. He wa* 77 years old. 
He served during the Civil W ar and 
a t its close, as Colonel Rowe, he re­ 
turned to Chambersburg and a t once 
took up his professi n in 1868, when 
he was 31 years of age he was com­ 
missioned by Governor Geary, addi­ 
tional law judge of the sixteenth judi­ 
cial district, comprising the 
counties 


of Franklin* Fulton, Bedford and Som ­ 
e r s e t. In the autumn of th a t year he 
was electee! for the full term of ten 
i years. 
In 1X71, the thirty-ninth dis-

New Act Signed by the P resident P ro­ 


vides F cr E ither T hree or Six A rbi­ 


trato rs. 


W ashington, Ju ly IG. — T he New­ 
l a n d bill, revising the E rdutan law to 
provide arbitration of wage disputes 
in a m an n er sa tisfatory to railroads 
and th eir em ployes, passed the house 
without a roll call. 
The bill was then hurried to the 
senate, which w as w aiting to pass it 
for P re sid en t W ilson's signature. Tile 
se n ate passed the bill w ithout a roll 
call and it w as hurriedly prepared for 
transm ission to th e W hite House. 
irater the bill reached th e W hite 
H ouse and soon afterw ard this sta te­ 
m ent was issued: 
“T h e president signed the N ew iands 
act as soon as it reached the W hite 
H ouse and announced through his sec­ 
retary, Mr. T um ulty, that he would 
proceed as soon as possible, consist­ 
ent with th e im portance of th e ap­ 
pointm ents, to th e 
selection of the 
com m issioners of m ediation as provid­ 
ed in the aet.” 
C hairm an Clayton had 110 difficulty 
in securing unanim ous consent to ta k e 
up the N ew lands bill im m ediately af­ 
ter the house had 
finished opening 
business. 
“ E n actm en t of th is law will av ert 
Hie greatest industrial struggle th a t 
has been th rea ten e d in our h istory’’ 
said fie. 
T h e sen ate took the bill up at once 
for passage. 
No objection was m ade 
to S enator N ew lan d s’ request for im ­ 
m ediate consideration. 
One am en d m en t aim s to m ake im- 
possilde any construction th a t would 
authorize co u rts by injunction or o th ­ 
erw ise to compel an em ploye to labor. 
The other was to provide details for 
filing th e aw ard s with district courts. 
In its perfected form th e new law 
would furnish m achinery expected to 
open up the possibilities of arbitration 
aud federal m ediation. 
The* new act would establish the 
United S tates board of m ediation and 
conciliation to consist of a federal 
com m issioner of m ediation and con­ 
ciliation and two other officials of the 
governm ent, to be designated by the 
president. 
Tins board would be appealed to to 
intervene on a railroad labor dispute 
by either party and would first use its 
best efforts by m ediation and concilia­ 
tion to bring the* d isp u tan ts 
to 
an 
agreem ent. 
F ailu re would be followed 
by an attem pt on the part of th e board 
to “Induce the parties to subm it their 
controversy 
to 
arb itratio n ,” and in 
case arbitration was agreed to spe­ 
cial boards of eith er th re e or six m e­ 
diators would be* chosen by the rail 
roads and the* em ployes. 
A rbitration under the new law would 
be u n dertaken only a tte r a definite 
agreem ent 
had been made* by both 
parties to abide liy the decision of tho 
arbitration board for a tiled period. 
The* arg u m en t m ad s by the train- 
men s and co nductors’ rep resen tativ es 
for an Independent tribunal to settlo 
labor disputes also 
becam e known. 
Mr. G arrett on, head of th e O rder of 
Railway Conduc tors, said the* dem and 
for an independent com m ission had 
benn begun before* the d ep a rtm en t of 
laisir was created and therefore bin 
association m ean t no reflection on the 
secretary of tabor in opposing tile pro­ 
posal to have the m ediation board u n ­ 
der the jurisdiction of any governm ent 
dep artm en t. T h e railroad presidents, 
it was said, had little to say a t the 
W hite 
House 
conference, 
but

quiesced in the desire tor an inde­ 
pendent board.

Tile objection of D em ocratic Bena 
tors prevented its im m ediate consider 
ation. 
The Bristow resolution called attern 
Bon to B ryan’s predecessors, who serv­ 
ed with salaries ranging from $3300 tc 
$8000, arid declared th a t “ no one of 
them was compelled to neglect tile 
duties of his office because of the 
m eagreness of the salary.” 
It stated th at the salary was In 
creased to $12,000 in 1!)11, but that 
“the great Com m oner who now occu­ 
pies that office has stated that the sal­ 
ary is not sufficient to enable him to 
live com fortably and that he is rom 
pelted to neglcst his duties ami go on 
the lecture platform to earn a living.” 
Attention was called fu rth er to the 
Mexican, Japanese. British and other 
International 
questions 
before 
the 
state dep artm en t which, th e resolu­ 
tion alleged, w ere not receiving full 
consideration. It ended by requesting 
the president to give prom pt attention 
to the m atter and report to congre-s 
what salary would be sufficient so that 
congress could “relieve the country of 
th e great loss it suffers in being de 
prived of the services’’ of the secre 
tary of state during the tim e he may 
be in th e lecture platform. 
R eading of the resolution was greet 
ed by broad smiles on the Republican 
side of th e cham ber. S enators Kern, 
I^ w is and other D em ocrats were on 
their feet before it was concluded and 
objected to Its consideration. Under 
the rules of the senate it w ent over. 
S ecretary 
Bryan, angered by the 
criticism directed at his assertion that 
he m ust lecture to m eet his expenses, 
m ade a short prelim inary explanation. 
“I did not m ean to find fault with the 
present governm ent salaries,” he said, 
“and I do not blam e the high cost of 
living.” 
He said that his salary of

Wilson Administration May Now Be 


Compelled to Recognize the Huerta 
Government. 


Commonwealth W as Unable to Make 


Out a Case Against Fiancee of Alice 


Crispen. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa.. July 17.—Inability 
of the commonwealth to make out a 
case strong enough to hold tile defend­ 
ant for the grand jury caused Judge 
Fuller to discharge from custody Her­ 
bert Johns, who has been confined in 
the county jail for nine days, charged 
with 
tho 
m urder of Alice Crispen, 
whose body was found in Harvey’s 
lake on tile morning of July 7. 
Although the district attorney and 
his detectives followed every clue and 
called every witness that knew any­ 
thing about the case, including 
the 
members who composed the party at 
the lake on the evening of July 4, no 
new evidence was presented at the 
hearing and the accused received his 
liberty on motion of his attorney, F. 
A. McGuigan, who held that In the 
first instance a m urder had not been 
proven, and in the second instance 
that defendant had not been connect­ 
ed as. principal or accomplice in her 
death. 
Two of the physicians who assisted 
at the second autopsy declared that 
death was due to drowning, and that 
they found nothing that would Indicate 
foul play. 
So the case against Johns fell, leav­ 
ing the causes which led Alice Cris­ 
pen Into the lake, whether by suicide, 
design or by force, as much a mystery 
as ever. W hether the mystery will ever 
be cleared is uncertain, although the 
district attorney said the Investigation 
would he continued if promising clues 
were found.

pen registered as man and wile, say­ 
ing they were 
married at Atlantic 
City.

Washington, July 17. — President 
Wilson, after a conference with Sec­ 
retary Bryan over tile latest aspects 
ol the Mexican situation presented by 
the inquiries of foreign powers, par­ 
ticularly Germany, it is said, as to the 
attitued of the United States, ordered 
Ambassador Henry I .ane Wilson at 
Mexico City to proceed to Washington 
immediately for a conference. 
Ambassador Wilson will raurry north 
on either the batleship Michigan or 
the lou isian a from Vera Cruz, if any 
delay would be entailed by waiting for 
a commercial steamer. 
A dispatch from Mexico City an­ 
nounced that the am bassador would 
start for Washington at once. 
Officials at W ashington believe that 
the almost total interruption of rail­ 
road traffic between Mexico City and 
the United States will force the am­ 
bassador to make his trip by water. 
He is not expected to reach W ashing­ 
ton before July 23 at the earliest. 
The 
announcement of the action 
taken was made by Secretary Bryan 
as follows: 
'‘Ambassador Wilson has been ask­ 
ed to come to W ashington to conter 
personally with tho president regard­ 
ing the situation in Mexico. 
During 
his absence the embassy will be left 
in charge of the first secretary, Mr. 
O’Shaunessy.’' 
It is believed in official and diplo­ 
matic circles in W ashington that an 
important announcement of the atti­ 
tude of the United States in the pend­ 
ing situation will follow the am bassa­ 
dor's conferences with the president 
and Secretary Bryan.

with what amounted to a formal com­ 
plaint against the attitude of the Unit­

H uerta regime which it thus far has 
shown no inclination to recognize. 
President Wilson has kept an open 
mind on the subject and is thought 
to fee! himself bound to adhere to the 
policy announced early in his admin­ 
istration of lending moral encourage­ 
ment only to such 
government* in 
Latin America as were founded upon 
constitutional law and practice. 
It is understood nevertheless, that 
he is ready to give due weight to any 
representations 
Ambassador Wilson 
may care to make. 
The president has had the benefit 
of private reports from Heveral of his 
persona! friends who have traveled in 
Mexico recently hut they were unof­ 
ficial and not sufficient to form the 
basis of formal attitude if there were 
to l»e any change in policy. 
Secretary Bryan was asked whether 
the coming of Ambassador Wilson to 
Washington would change his project­ 
ed lecture tour. 
“The newspaper men,” he replied, 
“mlcht have assumed that my lec­ 
ture dates would not interfere with 
husinessa instead of assuming 
that 
they would.

my lecture date* 
were made subject to cancellation.”

Tener Say* It Would Tend to Impair 
Efficiency of Schools. 
Harrisburg, Ba., July 17.—The Sny­ 
der senate bill, providing that a tea< li­ 
er who lias served ten years continu­ 
ously in any one school district shall 
be employed permanently by that dis­ 
trict without any reduction in salary, 
was vetoed by Governor Tener with 
twelve other billa. 
In his veto of the Snyder bill the 
governor says: 
“By this bill it la 
•ought to c o m p e l s c h o o l Ixmrds to em­ 
ploy certain school teacher* for life, 
an attempt upon the part of a school 
board to exercise its own discretion 
with reference to the further employ 
incut of ctrtain teacher* would sub­ 
ject officers to prosecution for misde­ 
meanor.

Wanted 
a 


Tariff Commission, With Secretary 


of National Association a Member. 


Washington, July 17. — A fund of 
$500,000 to $700,000 a year, raised by 
the National Council for Industrial De­ 
fense- an adjunct of the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers—-for oppos­ 
ing legislation the manufacturers did 
not favor, was described to tho senate 
lobby investigating committee by Col­ 
onel Martin M. Mulhall. 
Mulhall testified that he had no 
personal knowledge of the existence 
of such a fund, but declared that a 
collector for the organization had re­ 
cently given those figures to the New 
York World. 
“I often have thought and have sug­ 
gested,” said Mulhall, “that the coun­ 
cil should be investigated by the post­ 
office department. 
If it were investi­ 
gated, I feel that the gentlemen who 
run it will have a hard time account­ 
ing for the money collected.” 
Mulhall swore that money had been 
paid to him from the fund for political 
purposes, but did not explain what the 
purposes were. 
The erstwhile ‘‘field agent” told of 
the work of the National Association 
of Manufacturers in behalf of a tariff 
eon) mission. 
The 
first 
definite connection 
be­ 
tween 
the 
National Association of 
Manufacturers and the Taft presider 
tial campaign was disclosed in a let­ 
ter written by Mulhall on March 21. 
1908. 
Mulhall said he had a long interview 
with Arthur I. Vorys, Taft's campaign 
manager, who assured Mulhall, in re 
spouse to questions, that Taft favored 
a tariff commission, and that without 
doubt the Manufacturers' association 
could name members of the campaign 
committer, and if Taft was elected; 
could, without a doubt, name a cabi­ 
net member. John S. Van Cleave, of 
St. lamia, was the man Schwedtman 
intended to urge for the < ahinet. 
"The National Association of Manil­ 
la* lurers wanted a tariff commission 
of which ll. E. Miles, of Racine, Wis., 
and Fred C. Schwedtman should be 
members,” said Mulhall 
‘ Miles was 
the head of the tariff committee of 
the Manilla* tuers’ association which 
was named to come to Washington to 
lobby for a tariff commission, but be, 
was bo radical he was finally driven 
from the committee and was replaced 
by Mr. Tompkins.” 
A letter was read from J. W. Van 
Cleave, the president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, whose 
secretary Schwedtman was, in which 
Van Cleave noted the opposition of 
the Home Market club, of Boston, to 
the tariff commission. 
"Th** 
Home 
Market club did not want a tariff com 
mission,” said Mulhall, “but the Man 
utacturers‘ association did want one." 
Miles wrote to S. E. Swayne, of 
Richmond, In*! , who led him to sup­ 
port Watson, although Miles admitted 
that ‘‘personally I do not like the man, 
but I would like less to have bim suc­ 
ceeds! by a man no better in any way 
and wrong in labor ways." 
Mulhall said be met Van Cleave and 
Schwedtman 
on 
a 
train 
passing 
through 
Indianapolis, Jan. 19, 1908, 
told them of the Watson campaign and 
spoke about $100.OOO being needed.

Parry was a former presi­ 
dent of the Manufacturers’ assoria 
tion. 
“ Was not Parry a protege of Sena 
tor neveridge'?” asked Senator Nel 
son 
"No, senator, no. 
Senator ll* v 
erhlge publicly acknowledged he was 
a protege of Parry," replied Mulhall.

Steamboat Springs, Colo., July 17 — 
A construction gang, working on the 
extension of the Denver Ac Salt I^ake 
railroad, attempted to drive from the 
grading ( amp a party of Japanese la­ 
borers who were brought here last 
Tuesday. 
The Japanese came from Denver 
and had been house in box cars at the 
lower end of the town. 
Early in th*- morning a gang went 
to the Japanese (amp, three of them 
impersonating officers to gain an en­ 
trance into th** curs. As soon as the 
doors were opened the gang of men 
rushed into the t ars with ropes ai d 
revolvers and ordered the Japanese to 
dress, giving them notice that they 
must cease work on the railroad grade 
and leave that part of the country- 
They then conducted the Japanese 
about two mile gout of town and told 
them lf they returned the ropes would 
be used. 
Sheriff Covington arrested three of 
I he ringleaders an*! has plat ed depu­ 
ties around the bunk ears to prevent 
the members of the mob from at­ 
tempting to carry out their threats. 
Officials of the road insist that the 
Japanese shall be allowed to work be­ 
cause of the scarcity of white labor, 
construction work having been delay­ 
ed because of th*? lack of laborer*.

Tile second officer of the ship Alba­ 
tross running between New York aud

The mate was 
conducting a stowaway who had just 
been found concealed in the hold. The 
latter was a man about twenty years 
old and sip) Kin red to be healthy and 
strong. 
Ile was partly dressed In the 
uniform of a United Status soldier 
On his face was a bitter, rebellious 
look. 
"Who are you?” asked the captain 
sternly. 
“A deserter.” 
“ You don't seem ashamed of being 
one.” 
“Nor should I, seeing that I had a 
tyrant for a captain.” 
“ Well, you’ll have to work your way.” 
The 
deserter stowaway 
was 
put 
down among the coal beavers, where, 
stripped to tin* waist, he shoveled coal 
Into the furnace. 
The ship was off 
Cape H atteras when lier rudder post 
broke aud left her at the merry of 
wind and waves, the former blowing j 
directly on shore. 
To put In a new' 
post at sea in rough weather was not 
to be thought of. 
Some expedient

To suspend a man
